TOK ONTO (CUP) - The show- 
down between Univeidty of To- 
ronto administration president 
Claude BisscU and U o T students 
evaporated into cheers Wednes- 
day as Bissell backed away from 
a confrontation over disciplinary 
regulations on the campus. 

Addressing an overflow crowd 
of 3,000 students in the' universi- 
ty's Convocation Hall, he de- 
clared that a university-sponso- 
red disciplinary report, tlie 
Campbell. Committee Report 
on university disdpUne, rather 
than harder guidelines laid down 
by the Committee of Presidents 
• of Universities of Ontario or by 
Caput,the current U of T disci- 
plinary body,, would form the 
baisis of the U of T judicial sys- 
tem. 

Stttd^ts brolce into a standing 
oration when Bissell added that 
the relatively liberal recommen' 
dations of the Campbell Report 
would provide "the spirit" be- 
hind the formation of .an inte- 
rim univeidty-wide disdplinaty 
body which would replace CA' 
PUT while the Campbell Report 
is discussed at the university. 

But at the same time, Bissell 
avoided total repudiation of the 
CPUO report which originally 
sparked the controversy at To- 
ronto, and in effect maintahied 
the same position he has always 
held on the document. 

Nevertheless, Bissell's answer 
was approved by a voice vote 
of the students at the meeting. 
He made his exit from the hall 
surrounded by well-wishers led 
by engineering students and fa- 
culty singing 'For He's a 'Jolly 
Good Fellow."

Oliver, Stansbùry fail to alter 
Council stand on Senate reps

Last night Council again de- 
feated a motion aimed at giving 
Senate a voice in the selection 
of student representatives on 
Senate committees. . ' ; . 

Dr. Michael OUveri Academic 
Vice-Prindpal of McGill Univer- 
sity, and Dean Stan^iuy of the 
Faculty of Arts and Science, ad- 
dressed Council.^ for several 
hours, urging||tbe^passage of 
this motion. However, they failed 
to convince Council of the utility 
of giving Senate "the ri^t to 
request a reconsideration" of a 
student selected slate. 

The prevailing opinion on 
Council was that students should 
be wholly responsible for the 
selection of thdr own representa- 
tives on Senate conunittees. 



Julius Grey, Chairman of Stu- 
dents' Council, argued hi fayour 
of the motion. He mahilained that 
it was a compromise having no 
effect at all in terms of reducing 
student control. The time has 
come, said Grey, for the termina- 
tion of the "cold war", and for 
the initiation of greater rapport 
between students and the admin- 
istration. 

Martin Shapiro, External Vice- 
President, supported Grey in his 
quest to urge Council's adoption 
of this motion. 

Dean Stansbuty explained his 
desire to' have this' motion adopt- 
ed, saying "Senate wants the op-' 
porf'uûty to approve student 
members of Senate committees". 

When Internal Vice-Preddent 
Dave Young asked Dr. Oliver to 
comment on an alternative to this 



motion in the event that it was 
not passed. Dr. Oliver replied. 
"I have no ciystalball." 

Dr. Oliver and Dean Stansbury 
left the meeting before s vote 
was taken. They appeared quite 
upset with Council members who 
had been adamantly critidzhig 
Senate's position. 

Most Council members opposed 
the motion, argmng that it would 
just add unnecessary red tape to 
the nondnating process of stu- 
dent rèpresentatiyes on Senate 
committees. They also argued 
that the motion would give the ad- 
ministration a voice in a matter 
which did not concern them.

The police stopped the buses 
on the Napicr-St. Jean county Une, 
about eight miles from the bord- 
er, on the pretext that the buses 
were not properly licenced. Pas- 
sengers were told that the buses 
could continue if everyone aboard 
had his name taken. 

The demonstrators, however, 
were considerably incensed by 
the police action. . Some persons 
were heard to say, "run the fdgs 
down" and "they can't stop us." . 

They refused to give the police 
■ their names.' 

Urged on by Clare Culhane, 
Qudiec President of the Voice of 
Womenj the deroonsbators start- 
ed walking toward the border. 

Many students received rides 
from drivers who had heard about 
the situation over the radio. 

Those who walked were moved 
to one side and then to the other 
by the provincial police. Some 
drivers who carried students to 
the border reported that they 
were stopped by the QPP, and 
asked if they were students. 

The police action failed to pre- 
vent - the demonstrators from 
blockading the border at noon. 
A small group which had arriv- 
ed in private cars started the 
blockade by sitting down in the 
iroad and blocking all northbound 
traffic, and the crowd grew as 
other demonstrators arrived on 
foot and by car. 

Aljthou^ original plans had 
called for the blockade to be lift- 
ed at 1 pm, the demonstrators 
voted to keep the border closed

So, yesterday morning T showed up . at the buses prepared 
to swap my apathy for. greater things.: I even brought a Ban the 
Bomb sign so that I'd look like a seasoned demonstrator. ' 
V .It was a nice day for a demonstration (though I can't be sure 
since I don't know much about ideal dcmonstratidU'Weather), and 
a crowd of almost five hundred showed up. 

When we left for the border it was Just like I thought it.would 
.be:-.èveiybody sitting on the bus floor talking about the *'*plgs". 
It lasted most of the way to the bbrder,j^ . v 

About six miles.out of Cliampiàin we were stopped by a police 
'roadblocks This was really exciting since you can't have a good 
protest without police brutality and this looked like a great start. 
1 The cops, in cbssic demonstration style, demanded our names 
and addresses and informed us of an apparently new Quebec by- 
law: SCHOOL BUSES MAY NOT THANSPORT STUDENTS ANY- 
WHERE BUT TO AND FROM SCHOOL. We would have to return 
to school or continue on foot . - 

.~ The general'^ reaction to this was "Fascists," "pigs," and 
"animab," but personally I was elated by the turn of events - my 
first demonstration and already I was getting to do a six mile sacri- 
ficial trek in the interest of the Aleutian Islanders and their Canadian 
neighbours. Unfortunately a friend of mine' soon passed by in a car 
and offered me a lift to the border, so I postponed my pilgrimage to a 
lalierdate. . 

So vre joined the shuttle service, a sort of dry-land Dunkirk^ 
with "rescue cars" transporting those on foot to the border area 
in an eleventh-hour attempt to muster our forces. 

Throughout this two hours of shuttling we were constantly on 
the lookout for police brutality from the contingent of cops who lined 
the highway; Althou^ we.didn't spot any real police action, we came 
away satisfied: vve^gqt]alticket from the QPP for making an illegal 
U-tiui);on'one of our refatrn shuttle trips. That's about as close as 
yoii'cin come to getting arrested. 

The only thing that marred a perfect day was the fact that on 
our last trip out we took a wrong turn somewhere and ended up lost 
in some place named Henrysburg and by the time we got back to the 
bwder the demonstration was over, and everybody was leaving. 

But I did get to speak to the chief border official and hé told 
me it had.been a "very nice demonstration", so I suppose that

Dr. Fred Knelman; of Sir 
George Williams University, yes- 
terday added a technical voice to 
the growing chorus of protest 
over the Aleutian bomb. 

Representing the newly formed 
Canadian Sodety fw Social Re- 
sponsibility in Science, Dr. Knel- 
man r&«mphasizied the dangers 
of the test, stating that the risk 
of pollution was much greater in 
his opinion than the risk of an 
earthquake or tidal wave. 

However, he did not entirely 
rule out the possibility .of a 
strong earth tremor, since the 
geophysical structure of the area 
around ) the; yUéutrah' Islands is 
not wdl known. 



Moreover, the American con- 
tention that small tremors,cannot 
trigger off larger ones has' al- 
ready been' disproved^ by earth- 
quakes in Alaska, noted Dr. Knel- 
man. 

Dr. Knelman also pointed out 
that underground tests have been 
stopped in Nevada because they 
are a threat to the foundations of 
high-rise buildings in the area. 

He expr^sed the hope that 
someday it would be pouible to 
draw up an underground, test-ban 
treaty to be signed by all naUpns.T ;i 

One way to bring this day near- 
er, he suggested, would be for 
all sdentists to rise up and pro- 
test ~ against such tests. World- 
wide protest succeeded in bringr 



ing about the banning of atmos- 
pheric tests, so it might succeed 

- in doing the same for underground 
tâts^'^itàs'ohëd Dr. Knehnan.

awareness of thé sodal signifi- 
cance of sdence."

William James once remarked 
that nothing was as horrible as 
seeing a theoiy killed by a fact. 
Without indulging . in Schaden- 
freiide, I would neverthdess like' 
to adduce some facts pertinent to 
Ted Skaperdas's editorial in 
Tuesday's Daily: 

(1) Research on behalf of cor- 
porations enables the production 
of new products beneCting the 
consumer and old^.'products at 
lower, prices, alsb'bàieGting the 
consumer. Since such ^research 
. has been going on for many years, 
at' corporation laboratories as 
well as universities, the hypothe- 
sis that most of the benefits ac-. 
crue to corporations and their 
stockholders accords strangely 
with the fact that in Canada and 
the United States aliiçe, corpora- 
tion profits after tax are less than 
three years growth of gross na- 
tional product.- 

(2) A survey at Yale University 
recently pointed out an outstand- 
ing, central characteristic of to- 
day's sdentiGc research in gen- 

' eral. That is the impossibility of 
categorizing most- of it as dther 
"war-oriented" or "pcaceK)rienl- 
cd". Computers, transistors - 
you name it. most products bom 
of. research have joint military- 
peacetime uses. Consequently, a 
banning of research which might 
be used for military purposes 
would, in logic, eliminate most 
research, period. Humanists as 
diverse in political views as Paul 
Goodman and Jacques Banm 



might welcome the consequent 
impoverishment of sdoitifie 
faculties; I doubt that students 
.and teachers .alike in . these fac' 
ulties- would be that self-sacrific- 
ing.- -, 

(3) Alas, It is true that grad- 
uate engineering faculties exist 
to train engineers, economics 
faculties to train economists, and 
so forth. So as not to lengthen 
thdr ahready long curricula, they 
require many prerequisite sub- 
jects to be taken during a stu- 
dent's undergraduate years. Those 
who want sdf-fulfillment in'adr 
dition to professional training 
are still free to obtain it by. ad- 
ditional undergraduate study; no 
Commissar of Love forces them 
to complete p're-professional col- 
lege . training in four years. If 
the editorialist wants to call for 
Slate scholarships to extend this 
privilege to needy students, he . 
should do this instead of alleging 
something which is palpably in* 
correct. 

(4) Alas, it is also true that, 
most of us are trained to GU 
useful roles in; the system, that 
is, to produce^ gMtb^and services.. 
Otherwise, hovî^oùld Ted Ska- 
perdas obtain the sustenance he 
needs in order to write .McGill 
Daily editoriaos? Could he be 
calliiig for the creation of a new 
parasitic class based on universi- 
ty status,- as at good old 16th 
century (Word? 

The above sentiments are, 
without doubt, commonplace if 
not positively - reactionary: But 
they have the distressing proper- 
ty of also bdngtniei .

In Reply 



Professor McGouldrick's letter reffects many misconceptions 
about today's sodo-economic system. 

First, even in his own Odd (economics) there has been enough 
literature explaining the fact that the aim is not to produce "new 
products beneDting the consumer'\but rather to create a false demand 
for needless 'goods. Even a non-radi'cal^ liberal like Galbraith has 
stressed the waste created by the process of engineering artiOdal 
demand among th people through advertising. 

Just look at the '^p^ontrV tonight. Why is it that researdi . 
for the public sector does not get the, same priority that research for' 
advertising does? Anyway he does prove my point by recognizing that 
the universities are only an appendage of the private sector. And cer- 
toiniy one cannot bdieve the fudged reports of corporate taxes (after 
the Congressional bivestigations into all sorts of Foundations, as wdl i 
as' Ralph leader's research) which showed the FTCs role in helping' 
corporations avoid anti-trust action as well aS other legal problems. 

In relation to scientific research, it is certainly true that niany 
projects, could be used for dther peace or war-oriented work. But 
that was not 'iny point. I was referring to the spedfic research done at 
schools^lfke MIT.and Coluinbia, for the War in Vietnam or to certain 
univer^fial^ThV^'cohtroversy ovér-the Institute for Defense'Analysis 
at Columbia, the current controversy at MIT, and the one-day strike 
last spring by sdentists at major American universities against ddense 
research are only a few examples of the problem. 

In relation to point four, it should be pointed out that students play 
a very valuable role in the system. They not only train thdr minds 
to perform "useful" roles in the economic system, but simultaneously 
increase thdr labor productivity as well. In addition, they also have 
takdi major strides in trying to bring revolutionary changes to our 
sodety in order to make it a dvillzed place to live in and so truly 
benefit all the people in sodety. Surely by these cntcna alone Profes- 
sor McGouldrick's logic should lead us to the conclusion that we should 
be paid to go to college. 

The real parasitic class is the one which runs the corporations 
and gets all thdr labor trained for free in ttic universities. Moreover, 
H is they who deddc who is to get jobs by defining what is "useful", 
and that is usually anything that contributes to the production of ar- 
tifidal demand, and thence to the production and consumption of useless - 
goods. . . • • 

Why shouldn't people who devote thdr time and energy to trying 
to tackle the complex social problems of contemporary society be 
valued just as highly as those who spend thdr time living off its 
loopholes? T .

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Small turnout at PSA 
to nominate executives

Only Its sUidcnl.s turned out ;il 
yoslerday's mectin}> of llie Poli- 
tical Sricnce Association to hear 
the platfonns of nominees in tlic 
rorthcoming PSA elections. 

The major issue that seemed 
to concern the candidates wis 
still tlLit of pjiritj^ between stu- 
dents and faculty on Iho depart- 
mental committees. At present, 
the ratio of student:, to faculty is 
one to three. 

Though most of the other nom- 
inees considered the I'SA execu- 
tive to be important and ncccs-

Hob Vinobcry, nominated to 
represent the Honours department 
on the executive, did not consider 
tint parity w:is essential. His 
main suggestion was tkil the ('a- 
nadian aspect of political science 
should be taught rather than the 



current American aspect. 

Barbni Alsig, also in honours, 
suggested that the PSA should 
tuive an office where people could 
express their ideas regarding 
"dungcs". 

.She al.so w;mtcd the lOxecutive 
to conduct class surveys to get 
feedback from students, who, she 
said, .should think about what they 
want. 

Victor Dabby. Ihe only person 
nomin;ite<l for Majors and (Jeneral 
representative, also spoke strong- 
ly in favour of parity, mentioning 
that a lot depends on student 
views. He suggested an official 
claiw reps to bring up issues in 
cla.sses. as handout .sheeLs do not 
serve effectively. 

Robert Schwab, a nommée lor 
the Ph.D. rcprescntjitivc. thinks 
tint the executive should "pol- 
iticize" sludenLs. 

■laii .lorgensen. another I'li.l). 
nominee, stressed the need for 
more communiration between 
committees and students. 

Barry Katz. third year Honours, 
suggested tliat if the sludenLs are 
given parity with the faculty they 
may even function better than 
the professors. 

Harry Cowcn, the outgoing 
Chairman, fully supporte<l stu- 
dent parity and .sjiid lluil he w:is 
not contesting any jiosition as 
he would prefer a fresh executive 
and representives.
